J. L'. .^Ionteitll. vice president of 
the Central Home Telephone Com- 
pany, said yesterday that there was 
,il.-oluicly no truth in the report 
tliat a deal wa» on wliereby the .'iell 
Telephtmc Comjiany had ac^iuired or 
would ac<|uire the independent tele- 
phone interests in Kentueky, Ten- 
ties-ec. Missouri and .*'outhcrii In- 
diana. The rejiort was published 
several days ago that .such a deal was 
ou and that it was likely that the 
independent and Cumberland com- 
panies in ilii- city would be consoli- 
dated. .Mr. Mouteith said that there 
was a)>-olutely no tmth in the report 
and that there was no foundation 
whatever upon which to base such a 
rcpnit . 

•■No iiegoiialion of any kind h.ive 
been entered into," said Mr. Mon- 
teith. "The report that such a deal 
was on doubtless originated from 
«oii!c uiiinfiiriiied person, who, li' ar- 
ing that tlie American Telephone and 
Telegraph (.'oiiipany had sold 
UUO,()OU of its bonds recently, did 
not know that the bulk of that sale 
wa- ncce«sar\ for the payment of 
notes iosued two years ago bv that 
company and payable .May 1. The 
statement, which originated in New 
iork, i- preposterous on its face for 
the reason that it would tie impos- 
sible to act|uire (he independent 
interests in such a short time even if 
it were contemplated. Moreover, it 
is not likely that Frederick P. Fish 
would ha\e consummated any such 
deal upon the eve of his retirement 
from once May 1, he having resign- 
ed as president, director and memoer 
of the Ksceutive Committee of the 
American Telephone and Telegraph 
Company. He was succeeded by 
Theodore M. Vail. 

"The whole story is a fabrication 
from beginning to end," continued 
Mr. Monteith, "as far as the inde- 
pendent interest in the territory 
mentioned is concerned. However, 
the Central Union Telephone Com- 
pany, the Bell Company operating 
in Indiana, has offered to withdraw 
all ol its local exchanges from that 
State, excepting possibly Indianapo- 
lis, provided the independent tele- 
phone exchanges throughout the 
State would permit the Bell Com- 
pany to connect their wires with the 
independent exchanges and give them 
just such long-distance business as 
could not be liandled by the inde- 
pendents for points that the inde- 
pendents do not now reach, such as 
New York, Beaten, Denver and New 
Orleans." 

Mr. Monteith added that this 
proposition had never received fav- 
orable oouidarakioB from the inde* 
pendente. — Oo«ri«r*JotiraaI.

Princeton and Caldwell couMty 
were again thrown into a tever of 
exeitement when it became known 

that an armed band of -.") or ."10 night 
riders had visited the home of Mr. 
R. H. HoUowell on yesterday morn- 
ing and riddled bis house by tiring 
into same, also wounding his wife, 
Mrs. Mary Lou Hollowell. by shoot- 
ing her in the face with small bird 
or scjuirrel shot. 

They made their appearanee at 
Mr. Hollowell's honae, which is situat- 
ed between IIopsou and Lamasco in 
this county, early yesterday morning 
between the hours of 1 OU and 'I MO 
o'elock. Volley after voUev of shot 
were poured into the windows and 
doo-rs of the house until it was rid- 
dled with leaden missiles. None of 
the family, save Mrs. Hollowell, re- 
ceived injury^ wbieh ia mentioned 
above 

Mr. and Mrs. Hollowell came to 
town yesterday aioruing to have the 
shot picked out and her face dsessed, 
which was don» by Dr. '/L T. Cun- 
ningham. Theestent of her wounds 
were of glancing nature, with the 
exception of one shot which pene- 
trated the flesh to ihe cheek bone. 

Mrs. Hollowell sUted that she was 
told by members of the mob that 
they intended to kill her but did not 
waat to harm her husband and little 
son and that she muat BOt oome out 
of the house. It was uaon leaviag 
the family room into the hall tor the 
front door that she was shot in the 
face. On reaching the door she ex- 
olaimad that she was ahot aad the 
answer oamo baek that was exactly 
what was intended, but at that in- 
stance, a member of the mob gave a 
sign and the tiring ceased. 

After the shooting bad ceased, 
both, Mr. and Mrs. Hollowell were 
taken off to one side and talked to 
by members of tlie mob. and while it 
is not known ju.st what was told 
them, yet it is reported that Mrs. 
Hollowell was threatened with death 
if she persisted in talking too much 
and remained in this section. 

Mrs. Hollowell, up to a few weeks 
ago, lived ia this city, coming from 
the Hopson country last fall to place 
her little son. Price, in school dur- 
the winter mouths. She resided in 
the flats of the J. U. Gibbs building 
OB Naia street and at ike last term 
of Circuit Court, was one of the 
many witnesses, who were summoned 
before the grand jury, which gave 
considerable time investigating the 
deatruetioa of the tobacco stemmer- 
ies of Rice Bros., at Kelsey, and 
Stegar and Orr, of this city, last 
Iiovember and December.

best and most peaceful citizens and 
his many friends are very indignant 
over the deed of the night riders to- 
ward himself and wife. It is claim- 
ed that a part of the men were 
unmasked. 

Mr. Hollowell i- uu.-ii.' tho-e of 
the country who suliered the destruc- 
tion of their tobacco beds at the 
hands of thi' nlL'ht ridora, witbia 
i the part few weeks. 

The work of the mob. or night 
riders, yesterday morning is indig- 
nantly condemned by the public in 
general aa a most damnable deed and 
if the perpetrators are apprehended, 
they will no doubt be punished to 
the full extent of the law.—Prince- 
ton Leader. May 3. 

Mrs. Robert Hollowell. wife of a 
farmer in Caldwell county, was shot 
in the fac^ by armed men who sur- 
rouaded the nouse during Wednes- 
day night, because she testified 
againt the men who burned the to- 
bacco stemmeries at Priaooton. She 
and bar husband were warned that 
she had «Halked too much." It is 
the first blood which has been shed 
in the tobacco war. Mrs. Hollowell. 
against the advice of her husband, 
left the family room for the front 
door, and on reaehing the hall was 
shot in ihe face with small bird shot. 

According to Mrs. HoUowell s 
statement, one of the mnmbers of 
the mob in the yard gave a signal 
and the (Iring eeated. She waa told, 
however, that they intended killing 
her if she did not quit talking so 
much and leave the eouniry.
